Strickland R. Kneass sworn—Drew up the
Iﬂmﬂoniom of the wharf, which was about

cording to the plans as designated h{ the Board
of Port Wardens; the first slaloe is 13 feet wide
and 1s 120 feet from the head of the dock, or at
the end of the old dock, which old wharf wns
wideped 97 feet with plle work, making the
widtk 70 teet; beyond this slutce-way 18 & pler,
bullt upon pile-work, about 101 feet long and W
feetwide; thon came & slulce 16 foet wide; then

tion away; yesterday I sounded at the end of
the wharf as It now stands on bhoth sldes ,and
found that there was unl{ fourteen feet at the
end of the plle work, as It now stands, showin
that that portion that had been torn off ha
Dol been wahed away. I had the greatest confl-
dence Iin Messrs. Lounsbury, who bullt the
wharf. The plles I think were driven In four,
five, or six feet. My opinion of the cause (s
that it was irom the ebb tide coming against
the pler and turning through that slulce
and washing the foundation away from the
outer row plies. The flood tide had oxact.l{
the game effecl. In reconstructing the whar!

THE INDIAN WAR.

— - -
War In Earnest—A Train on the Usnion
Pacific Rallrond Attacked — Several
Persons Killled—Elght Cars Burned.,
Ouana, August 7,—1 have just arrived from
the West, The Indiuns are out 1n strong force,
and bave began the war in earnest. At 1235
this morping s strong force of savagzes laid tie
on the track, six miles west of Flum ovreek, and
two hundred snd thirlty-two miles west of this
city. The track thus being obstracted, s valu-
able freagiat tramn was ambushed and upset. The
eugineer, firemen, two brakesmen, nnd three
telegraph repairers were killed. The Indinns
burned eight cars, and completely destroyed a
greal desl of valuanle menchandise. The loss is
estimated at $30,000, The conductor o1 the train
narrowly escaped, and, rushing back wlong the
track, met another freigne train, which he sig-
palled. The train was stopped, and bhe was
tiken on board, after whicn the tramn returned
to Plum creek. The affair has created great
excitement, and there 1s a general alurm along
the line of the Union Paciic Railroad. The
statements concerning the Cheyenne Pass mas-
sacre are greatly exaggerated. Only one man
was ki'lad, John Westley Eberman, of Illinois,
Later.—Tuoe savoges burned the iram, killed
and scalped seven persons, and threw the
slaughtered bodies into the flames of the burn-
ing cars, Toe steamer Silver Luke, arrived here
from Fort Benton, reports that she was fired
into by Indiaus, torty wiles above Fort Rice.
Ope of the crew was wounded, It issald that
the snvages who burned the train were a portion
of Bpotted Tail's band,

The Dend of Parin.

The Paris correspondent of the London Star
enyar—"'The subject of sanitary reform ls dally
assuming & more extensive and nleremnf.chnr-
scter In this conutry, and more especially in
this city. Active minds are being directed
towards it, and speculation, observation, sad
experiment are causing new fight to be thrown
on this subject from day to day. Thus 1t is that
the French Government has at last acknow-
ledged that in great cites fevers and epidemiocs
always havnt the vicinity of burying-gronnds,
and thut the time has now come to do away with
suburban cemeteries, Before the elevénth cen-
tury the Parisians bouried thar dend in the
Roman fashion, witbout the city walls; and well
would It bave besn had they continued this
practice, Bight cemeteries now lie within
Pariz, and it Isdbought that in less than a year
all the bodies which are here buried will be re-
moeved to Pontolse—no easy tusk when you cnne
gider that at Pere la Chaise alone the number of
tombs smount to more than sixtecn thousand.
Heoeelorth we sball no longer see the gorgeous
funcrals of the Madeleine, or the plain coffin
covered with a white pall, and preceded by the
rocessional cruciix, carried by an acolyte, tol-
owed by officlativg priests, and distracted
arenis walking close to the coffin, sobbing and
eanine on the arms of their friends.
“You may imagine the sepsution which has
been produced among n ceriain population by
the decislon of tbe French Government as re-
gards the removal of the dead from Paris, when
Iinlorm you that there are no less than nne
thousand people in this metropolis who gain
their living by the solemnization of buriale, the
monopoly of mterments being granted to a com-
pany under the title of ‘Euterprises des Pompes
Fuonebres,! Funerals are distinenished into nine
clusees, the lowest costing 18 francs, fnclud
the religlons ceremonies, and the firat class 718
francs. Government receives (rom the Pompes
Fonebres 83% per cent, on produce of funeral
orvaments and 16 per cent, on articles furnished.
‘Les mort vont vite,! snys the ballad; bat, con-
sidering that they will now be conveyed to the
grave in 8 special traln, mstead of in a hﬂl‘a
